$5 annual automobile use tax was 
paid on nearly 2,400,000 fewer cars 
in the fiscal year ended June 30 
than in the preceding 12 m onths.

nature of which was not disclosed, 
and th at Lt. Gen. Ben Lear had 
succeeded him in com m and of the 
Army Ground Forces. 
Trained Units Overseas 
McNair, who was 61, was respon­ 
sible for the training of th e ground 
forces now in action overseas, and 
was regarded as one of th e arm y's 
most brilliant officers. Gen. George 
C. M arshall, chief of staff, once 
sailed him “the brains of the arm y.’ 
He was chief of staff of general 
headquarters in W ashington when 
the arm y was reoranized in 1942, 
and became com m anding general of 
the ground forces, one of the three 
top com m anders under the chief of 
staff. 
In April, 1943. during an inspec­ 
tion tour of the T unisian front, 
he was wounded by shell fragm ents. 
M cNair was one of the early ad­ 
vocates of building up a m ethod of 
an ti-tan k defenses, particularly the 
highly mobile self-propelled, h a rd ­ 
hitting guns th at cam e to be known 
as tank destroyers.

FILL SPEED AHEAD 
Publicized preparations for a western front of­ 
fensive uncoiling from the Normandy invasion area 
have come to a 
climax in the 
beginning of large- 
scale action to break out of the beachhead Into France 
proper and roll back German defenses. This may not 
be the big push. Certainly it is not the beginning of 
the end for Germany in western Europe But it is a 
beginning of the beginning Of the end. If the Allies 
In the west can go on to build up momentum com­ 
parable- to that of Russia In Its terrific offensive of 
the last m onth, Germ any's army will be held help­ 
less In a closing pincers of greater strength than any­ 
thing its own strategists ever dreamed of. 
As the m aster plan goes Into effect in Europe, and 
os its proportions become plainer to all of us here at 
home, there is certain to be u new upward surge of 
civilian determ ination. The order now is full speed 
ahead—for everybody. 
Extra effort on the fighting 
fronts m atched by extra effort at home can bring 
the turning point this year, perhaps w ithin a few 
months. O ur government will miss a great opportun­ 
ity if it does not place the climatic effort of the Eur­ 
opean war in the same light for civUiatis as it pre­ 
sumably has been placed lor the fighting men—tile 
great chance to get it over with in 1944. 


COUNTY AIRPORTS 
The .war temporarily hulted a rapidly developing 
air-corriclousness throughout the nation, and at the 
same time it has accelerated the desire and the abil­ 
ity to fly. Rapid developments in design and produc­ 
tion of airplanes to meet war demands have set the 
stage for quit k conversion Into civil aeronautics and 
the postwar era will find the public eager to respond 
Airports and landing fields are expected to spring 
up all over the county In 
spots considered prior to 
the war to have been too small to construct or m ain­ 
tain them 
Already plans are being made by states 
and the federal government to assist in such a pro­ 
gram. It bs well, then, th at civic interests in Salem 
and East Liverpool have taken preliminary steps to 
provide at least landing fields in this county It is an 
exaggerated statem ent to say that any town without 
an airfield will be left behind In the postwar m arch 
of progress. Air travel would be delayed by so m any 
ports, and It will be many years before air travel be­ 
comes so prolific. 
However, two fields in 
Columbiana 
county are 
needed, one in the' 
northern and the 
other in the 
southern end, 
each close enough to other .smaller 
communities to serve them as wel las the two larger 
cities. County commissioners are said to be in a re­ 
ceptive mood if voters approve original costs. 
That 
approval depends as much upon those in the two 
cities active in promoting air Melds as it does upon 
any other factor. If 
voters are given all the 
facts, 
they are likely to give the nod of approval, because 
the cast will not be prohibitive and because the need 
is becoming more apparent every day 
What the voters will want to know bs what the es­ 
timated costs cover, and 
whether good business Is 
dictating the preliminary moves 
W hen options on 
acreage 
needed are taken, they will want to know 
that lair and reasonable prices have been agreed up­ 
on. And they will want to know whether the funds 
sought cover only the purchase of the land or the de­ 
velopment of the 
airport in addition to 
purchase 
price.
